citizens, the Society will*

members toward a friendly collaboration!

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Article X5o The Executive Committee may draft a program regarding the work 
of the departments of the Society* 

Article 16* The organisation of the Committee will be within tho limits 
set by the above regulations*

Additional Regulations 

Article 1? » The financial needs of the Society will be met by dues* the 

amount to be decided upon by the Assembly, admissions charged 
for spectacles organised by the Society, and other sources (sic)« 

Articl e 18 * The suspension of the activity of the Society may be decided 
upon by the Assembly by & majority of two-thirds of the vote 
of the total membership* In the case that the Society is dis- 
banded, the Assembly will decide as to the disposition of the 
real property* 


Article 19* All regulations will cone into force at the time they are 
accepted by the Assembly and can be changed only by the 
Assembly* 

Article 20* Membership in the Society ceases after resignation, expulsion 
or death*

Rights and Duties of Members 

Article Qo Every member of the Society has the right to take part in the 
work of the Society, to elect and b© elected to offices of the 
Society* to express his opinion in connection with the work of 
the Society* to take part in debates on the policies of the 
Society* and to resign from the Society if he wishes o 

Article 9* Members are obliged to abide by the decisions of the Society* 
to pay dues* to protect the property of the Society, to 
educate themselves in line with the aims of the Society* to do 
nothing through their own personal conduct which would dis- 
credit the Society* and do everything possible for the 
realization of the aims of the Society*? 

Article 10 o Members of the Society may be punished by reprimands and er- 

pulsion* Members may be expelled for disregarding the regulations 
of the Society and for activity contrary to the aim.® of the 
Society* The expelled member has the right of petition against 
the decision at the first meeting of the Executive Committee 
(Odbor ) following his expulsion*

Article 12. The Society is divided into the following sections: Assembly* 
F't©cutive Committee and the Control Commissiono 


Article 13o The Assembly is the supreme organ of the Society. A meeting of 
the Assembly will be aeheduled once a year although a special 
Assembly may be called by decision of the Executive Committee 
or by two? 'thirds of the members of the Society* The decisions 
of the Assembly are binding if at least half of its members are 
present* The Assembly elects the Executive Committee and the 
Control CommiBsiono

Treasurer and four other members « The Control Commission con- 
sists of three members a The Executive Committ ee may be divided 
into separate departments for different activities: political* 
educational* cultural* social* et ceter&o 
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
